A report on tax es by Charles S. Reed warrants the 
thoughtful consideration of all persons, but particularly those 
public officials in a position of responsibility . Reed is a prom­ 
inent state Republican and Omaha attorney and his report 
anneared in the i^tober edition of the Nebraska State 
Bar AssociatiiXi’s monthly journal. 
The essence of that report is that the property tax for 
.state government would still be adequate today were it not 
for the past 42 y ears of tampering with the sy stem. The 
crux of the property tax problem, as Reed sees it. is that 
the sy stem was changed y ear after y ear to reflect favoritism 
to one groun and then another 
ntim ately , the tax was brought to fall unevenly upon 
tax pay ers and to be a complicated administrative matter. 
Its original slmpilcity and equity were destroy ed, presum­ 
ably under the guise of making improvements. 
★ 
We are inclined to agree with Reed on his indictment 
of past actions but we are not so sure that his conclusions 
are correct. Even in its best form, we doubt that the prop­ 
erty tax could continue to adequately support state govern­ 
ment 
Rut the matter of contriving a complicated and unfair 
svstem is correct, just as it is today with just about every 
tax sy stem we have. Our new income tax is not fair be­ 
cause the federal income tax is not fair and that is what Ne­ 
braska has based its sy stem on. 
The federal income tax is not fair because it is loaded 
with far too many ex emptions. There are too many way s 
in which individuals and corporations can avoid pay ing tax 
on their income and, unfortunately , the burden falls all the 
more heavily , then, upon low-income groups. 
Our own state tax sy stem compounds the situation 
hv ex empting from the sales tax a host of things, including 
services. Here again, the ex emption is of greatest benefit to 
the high-income groups.

One of the most novel—and probably 
completely unworkable—ideas for ending 
the war in Vietnam was ex pressed the other 
day by a newspaperman, those fountains 
of wisdom who know all the answers.

He said that as long as we are taking 
human resources for the war, we ought not 
to place any age or phy sical limits on the 
draft. What we should do, he said, is to go 
to the president of, say , General Motors and 
announce, “ OK pal, y ou’re now a general in 
the United States Army . Produce tanks.” 
Then we’d do the same with the other auto 
leaders, Westinghouse, the movie indus­ 
try . . . all up and down the line of big 
business. Then, according to the theory , the 
war would end because all the big business 


hawks would become doves overnight be­ 
cause their own shoes would be pinching. 
With big business pushing the President to 
end the war. the newsman said, the Presi­ 
dent would soon act.

Today the tall and ele­ 
gant houses of the old com­ 
mercial families still stand 
row upon row along Amster­ 
dam’s canals, mutely attest­ 
ing the glory that was Eu­ 
rope, the rise and decline of 
Western dominance. 
Those houses now provide 
quiet offices for banks and 
lawy ers and insurance firms 
and in some of their ancient 
glass windows there is neon 
lettering. Holland’s long as­ 
sociation with the East is 
mainly apparent now In its 
museums and antique shops 
and 
its 
“ Indisch” 
restau­ 
rants, where the unwary are 
confronted with the my riad 
dishes and ex otic flavors of 
an Indonesian Rijsttafel. 
It is fun for those who re­ 
member Hans Brinker, and 
the story of the little boy 
with his finger in the dike, 
to see the canals of Holland 
gliding silently through*the 
fields, some of them elevated 
well above the level of the 
land. On the larger canals 
and on the great rivers that 
flow' out of the continent to 
the North Sea, barge traffic 
moves incessantly , and some 
of the drawbridges t h a t 
creak open to let them pass 
are centuries old — testi­ 
mony to the long generations 
through 
which 
waterway s 
have been the arteries of 
Europe.

But like the merchants’ 
houses in .Amsterdam, the 
bargr^ and drawbridges and 
canal) may tell more oi^past 


autos that roll into the wa­ 
ter. 
What Is sad about all this, 
however, is not the slow ero­ 
sion of H o l l a n d ’ s quiet 
charm. The Dutch in fact 
are doing remarkably well 
in preserving it. It is rather 
that the same indefinable 
urge which drove this coun­ 
try ’s sailors bey ond the Ger­ 
man ocean to the riches of 
the Indies, the same indom­ 
itable will which 
led 
its 
builders to 
block 
off 
the 
ocean, turn the Zuider Zee 
into a fresh water lake and 
perform such 
wonders 
as 
the building of Amsterdam’s 
Central Station on a con­ 
trived island of 26,0(X) wood­ 
en pilings — these admir­ 
able qualities still push the 
Dutch toward the unimag­ 
inable future. 
They have met the auto­ 
mobile and nuclear ages, 
w ith all their menacing shad­ 
ows, just as they did the 
era of the merchants in their 
stately houses by the ca­ 
nals. They built the stark 
industrial buildings outside 
Rotterdam and the block of 
new feats spoiling the view 
of Delft, just as they did the 
beautiful 17th century man­ 
sion that houses Mauritshuls 
Gallery at the Hague. 
These qualities of will and 
courage, 
this 
genius 
f o r 
achievement, of course, are 
no more ex clusively Dutch 
than was colonialism or the 
European waterway s. They 
belong to I mankind.

Job Offered AEC Official At Odd Time; 


Protective Meat Legislation Is Contested 


WASHINGTON-The elec­ 
trical giant, Ebasco Services, 
has been caught in the act 
of attempting to subvert an 
atomic energy official who 
was evaluating the safety of 
an Ebasco-designed nuclear 
reactor. 
The official, Paul Check, 
headed the evaluation team 
that assessed the safety fea­ 
tures of a reactor to be con­ 
structed at Vernon, Vermont. 
The day before the safety 
report was submitted, L.F.C. 
Relchle, an Ebasco vice presi­ 
dent, telephoned Check and 


i n v i t e d him to dinner. 
Reichle was high in the heir- 
archy of Ebasco, Check an 
unknown engineer who only 
recently had come to work 
for the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 
Check confessed to this 
column that he had h,e e n 
naive for not wondering why 
Reichle sought him out. He 
insisted, however, that they 
had not discussed the con­ 
tents of the confidential safe­ 
ty report. 
The amazing fact is, how­ 
ever, that just four day s be- 
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fore the y oung engineer was 
scheduled to answer ques­ 
tions about the safety of the 
Ebasco reactor before the 
Atomic Safety and Licens­ 
ing Board, Reichle telephoned 
him from New York and of­ 
fered him a job as Ebasco’s 
chief licensing engineer. 
Check flew to New York 
City to discuss the job offer 
shortly before 
the formal 
hearings were convened on 
the safety of the proposed 
nuclear reactor. When his 
superiors learned about this, 
they suspended him from all 
negotiations with Ebasco.

sa id. “That is mo re than 6 
times what we pro duced in 
19S0 when o utput was 9 0 bil­ 
lio n kilo watt-ho urs.“ 


Miko yan cast back to 1929, 
the stm o f Stalin*! flrst five- 
year plan, the crash in'Og ram 
fo r imlustrializlng Russia. 
“I was co mmissar o f fo r­ 
eig n and do mestic b*ade at 


that time,** he recalled. “Steel 
pro ductio n had been 4,000,000 
to ns in Russia befo re the rev­ 
o lutio n. In Lenin’s time it bad 
dr o ppe d as lo w a s 200,000 
to ns.” 


Miko yan had a slim fo lder 
in fro nt o f him. He o pened it 
and to o k o ut a sheet o n which 
the latest So viet pro ductio n 
fig ures had been typed o ut. 
'If anyo ne had to ld me, 
when the first 5-year-plan was 
presented, that we 
wo uld 
pro duce in my lifetime—in 
1967 to be specific—102 mil­ 
lio n to ns o f steel,” he said, “I 
wo uld no t have believed i t ” 
The So viet fig ure was with­ 
in 20 p^ cent o f United States 
pro ductio n fo r 1967. The pro s­ 
pect seemed excellent that 
within five years the So viet 
Unio n*! pro <kctio n w o ul d 
mo ve ahead o f that o f its 
g reat rival. 
Miko yan ticked o ff the fig< 
nres fo r 1967 pro ductio n: tex­ 
tiles—3.3 millio n s q u a r e 
meters in 1950, 8.1 millio n in 
1967; televisio n sets—11,900 
in 1950, a.9 miUio n in 1967; 
washing 
machines—300 
in 
1950, 4,200,000 in 1967; refrig - 
erato rs—1,200 in 1950, 2,800,- 
000 in 1967 (“So o n it wiU be 5 
millio n,” he interjected. 
Pro bably because so much 
o f his career had been de­ 
vo ted to co nsumer g o o ds pro ­ 
ductio n, Miko yan cho se .to 
measure 
So viet 
eco no mic 
achievement larg ely in terms 
o f televisio n sets, refrig era­ 
to rs and o ther “big ticket” 
items. 
Miko yan recalled ho w he 
went to the U.S. in 1936 and 
saw electric refrig erato rs be­ 
ing turned o ut by the hundred 
tho usand by General Electric. 
He to ld the Po litburo that 
the So viet Unio n must pro ­ 
duce refrig erato rs. 


“I t h i nk my co lleag ues 
tho ug ht I was drunk,’* Miko ­ 
yan recalled. ‘“Refrig erato rs,* 
they said, ‘First yo u have to 
have so mething to pu t in 
them. Besides, who needs re- 
filg erato rs in a co ld climate 
like Russia’s?’’’ 
The o nset o f war made the 
arg ument academic. .But in 
1949 Miko yan 
g o t Stalin’s 
ag reement to turn o ut 150,000 
refrig erato rs “altho ug h ev­ 
erybo dy tho ug ht 50,000 wo uld 
be to o many.” He manag ed to 
g et the refrig erato rs made by 
placing o rders ^1th defense 
plants and auto mo bile facto r­ 
ies — “o ur mo st advanced in­ 
dustries.” But he co uld no t 
sell them. No w, o f co urse, all 
thii has chang ed. Pro ductio n 
o f refrig erato rs canno t keep 
up with demand g enerate by 
the So viet ho using pro g ram. 
There are lo ng queues at 
sto res selling refrig erato rs, 
waits fo r delivery and two 
new facto ries are g o ing up, 
each with a pro jected o utput 
o f 500,000 a year. 
“Yes,” mused Miko yan. “I 
think we have made g reat 
pro g ress. Fo rmerly, we were 
a backward natio n. Perhaps, 
the sho es we turn o ut are still 
no t up to quality. But we have 
scientists and intellig entsia 
even in central Asia where the 
literacy rate was o nly 7 per 
tho usand at the time o f the 
revo lutio n.’’ 
Miko yan paused and lo o ked 
o ut the windo w o f his Krem­ 
lin o ffice. The brig ht sunlig ht 
washed the yello w 
painted 
walls o f the inner co urtyard. It 
was a warm day and the win­ 
do ws were o pen. A faint mur­ 


mur co uld be heard fro m 
tho usand o f to urists a nd 
sig htseers

squares that Stalin had tig ht­ 
ly g uarded ag ainst public en- 
t ry. 
'‘I t h i nk, ” Miko yan re­ 
sumed, “that the po licy o f o ur 
state deserves respect. All 
tho se who intimately assess it 
canno t but find that we have 
achieved a hig h level o f cul­ 
ture, science and literacy. We 
must take pride in o ur attain­ 
ments.”

All these inferences can be 
put to use by reaching the 
conclusion that a heart re­ 
turn is futile.
